STRANGE CONVICT. 


Cann Ingham 
\«*v«*r Spoke a Word 
H arin g Sis Irant* ( onflncmeDt. 
Edw ard J Cunningham was released 
from Ban Quentin prison recently after 
serving a sentence of six years for bur­ 
glary committed in Orange county, 
Cal., and w ith his liberation there pass­ 
ed from the prison walls one of the 
strangest characters that ever wore the 
striped garb of the penitentiary. When 
Cunningham was lauded w ithin the 
walls of Sari Quentin prison he turned 
to the sheriff who had conducted him 
hither from the southern part of C ali­ 
fornia and swore a heavily solemn oath 
that no word would escape his lips dur 
ing the period of his incarceration. 
Cunningham stood by his oath through 
the long, weary years of his sentence, 
and his tongue never loosened until he 
stepped w ithout the prison walls the 
other day. a free man. 
W henever it became necessary for 
Cunningham to communicate his needs 
or wants to others he did £0 in w riting 
or by motions. 
After being confined in 
the prison a short time he was thought 
to (to insane, and was sent to the Ukiah 
asylum. 
Here be was confined bot a 
short time, for it was soon ascertained 
he was in his right mind and merely 
acting in a stubborn manner. 
Word 
was sent to the prison officials, and 
Guard M iller was sent to the asylum to 
bring the prisoner back. 
When near 
•Santa Rosa he jumped through a car 
window, but was captured after a hard 
chase. 
After his return he still preserved an 
inviolable silence and was put into 
w hat is known as crank alley Here all 
kinds of influence was brought to bear 
upon him to cause him to speak, but 
w ithout avail. 
He also refused to have 
his hair cut, and when released the 
other m orning his hair was measured 
and was found to be 54 iuches in 
length. 
When relieved of his prison garb, a 
smile overspread his countenance. Sev­ 
eral people spoke to him, but he ouly 
grinned. 
Once outside the prison gate 
Cunningham made up for lost time. He 
condemned every one around the prison 
for his confinement. 
When asked how 
he managed (o control himself and pre­ 
serve an unbroken silence for so many 
years, he augniy replied that he had no 
explanation to make.—San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


CREWGREWFAT ON ARSENIC 


Ship'* Cargo aff th* Polson Mad* Sea­ 
men Outgrow T heir Cloth**. 
The German bark Zion, which ar 
rived at Philadelphia recently from 
Fowey, England, brought a lather pe 
culiar cargo, ii consisted of 1,800 casks 
of china clay, hut in addition there 
were on board 300 casks of arsenic 
This part of the cargo bad a remark 
able effect on the crew. 
On board the Ziou the men slept very 
Dear the large array of barrels contain­ 
ing the arsenic. 
They were stored in 
the hold, near the forecastle, and par 
tially exposed to the rays of the sun, 
which streamed in through the open 
hatch. 
When only about a week out 
from port, one of the crew mentioned to 
his messmates that a peculiar aud in 
describable odor was coming from the 
casks containing the drug. 
It was not 
long after their attention had been call­ 
ed to it that they all noticed the same 
thing, and, strange to say, noticed it a1) 
the more forcibly a week later. Several 
of the German tars became aware of 
the fact that they were tilling out their 
clothes to a much greater extent than 
when they chipped. 
Many others, as 
days Wellton, became abnormally stout, 
iu vast contrast to the former slim ap 
pearauce which many of them present­ 
ed before the land was left. 
One man 
gained, it is Maid, 25 pounds. 
Otiiers 
were affected to a less extent. 
But the 
aggregate weight put on by the entire 
crew was little less than 400 pounds. 
The entire sudden taking on of avoir 
dupois is attributed to vapor, which, 
generated by the action of the sun on 
the casks, was inhaled by the seamen 
as they slept, and acted in precisely the 
same m anner which it does.when given 
as a tonic in a prescription. Captain 
Hamitic*, who slept aft m the vessel, 
entirely removed from the arsenic, doe* 
not show any effect of the inhalation

clergymen from all over New York aud 
from farth er afield flocked to the K nick­ 
erbocker theater in New Y ork the other 
morning. 
A matinee performance of 
“ The C hristian*’ had been arranged es 
peciallv for their convenience. 
Mr 
Caine appeared on the stage after the 
fourth aet. 
His speech, for 
which 
there had been several calls, referred to 
the relations between church and stage. 
He said: 
“ Ladies and Gentlemen—It is w ith 
diffidence that I respond to a request 
which has been made to me to say a 
few words to you before you disperse, 
hut as I ain placed in the position of 
host I should feel it to be very ungra­ 
cious not to tell yon how welcome you 
have been and how much we are pleas­ 
ed and honored by your presence. 
“ The presence of the clergy iii the 
theater suggests questions which are 
im portant and farreaching, mid not the 
least, of them concerns the right of the 
drama to discuss with proper reticence 
aud respect the religious and moral 
problems of the time. 
The theater is 
prim arily a place of relaxation, and the 
first, thing the public asks of author?- 
and actors is, of course, that they should 
he amused. That condition m ust be fu l­ 
filled at the ontset, or the doors of the 
theatre have soon to be closed. 
But 
whether amusement is the beginning 
aud end of tile drama isa point w eight­ 
ed w ith many issues, arid I take it th at 
the clergy as a body would agree that 
though simple amusement ie necessary 
and commendable, an institution which 
claimed to provide that and that only 
could hardly bt counted among the 
ethical forces of the world. 
“ Is the theater a moral force? Does it 
contribute anything toward the food 
which makes the bone and sinew of the 
race? Is its influence mainly for good 
and is it therefore an agency which so­ 
ciety iii general and the church in par­ 
ticular m ust inevitably count? To all 
these questions I would make bold to 
answer a positive and emphatic ‘yes. 
Taking this view, I put aside entirely 
the idea that religious aud moi a1 ques­ 
tions are out of place on the stage 
It 
is impossible to banish them, whether 
from plays or books Such a thing as an 
unmoral play or book does not exist, and 
it would not he worth much if it could 
exist A book or play which represented 
the world from the im partial standpoint 
of the man in the moon would not be 
worth a straw to anybody except anoth­ 
er man in the moon. To say that moral 
questions have no right to intrude them ­ 
selves on the stage is to make an impos­ 
sible demand 
It is also to form ulate a 
dangerous theory 
lf moral ideas do not 
occupy the attention of the drama, im 
moral ones speedily will do st) 
“ In my earliest days in London they 
produced Tennyson s * Promise of May 
I was pie went at that frightful fiasco 
The play was not a good one It did not 
fulfill the first condition of am using its 
audience, but its failure that night was 
due less to its artistic defects than to its 
daring treatm ent of morals. The people 
howled and laughed W ith a little group 
of friends I did my best to cheer and 
cheer 
It w asn’t that we cared much 
for the play. but that we claimed the 
right of the drama to deal with moral 
questions That night in my lodgings I 
wrote to Tennyson. I m eant him to get 
my letter w ith what I knew must be 
the unfavorable newspapers next m orn­ 
ing 
I didn t know the old poet then, 
and uobody knew me. bm the next post 
brought me a reply 
* ‘The stage, he answered, ’m ust be 
in a very low state indeed, if, as some 
dram atic critics are telling ns, none of 
the great moral aud social questions of 
the time can be touched upon iii a mod 
em play.' 
‘The value of the drama as a force in 
life is aud always has been the measnre 
of its ability to combine w ith am use­ 
m ent the power of dealing with the 
great issues of life, its great passions. 
its great sins, its great sorrows, its 
great self sacrifices, its great atone­ 
ments. That being so, I know of hardly 
any scene more fit aud proper to the 
clergym an than the theater If he stays 
away from it from contempt of the baser 
side of the drama, he weakens the 
w orthier side 
By giving his comite 
uanoe to whatever is pure aud wholesome 
and of good report he strengthens the 
theater as a moral force 
“ That so many clergymen and their 
wives and friends have come to see ‘The 
C hristian’ will be a memory I shall a1 
ways cherish among many memories 
that w ill make ray second visit to Amor 
lea more sweet to ray recollection than 
I can say 
I am not so vain as to hope 
that you have all been in sympathy 
with all yon have seen, but if you have 
realized th at the motive of the play is 
not an unw orthy one. that it makes an 
effort, however feeble and imperfect, to

Articles of incorporation for 
“ the Brightside Educational c o rp o ra ­ 
tion 
wit*' tiled a tow days ago w ith 
the secretary of state, by Ralph Field, 
M arguerite Field and M aiyC . O. Brad­ 
ford. The purposes of the incorporation 
are to organize, build and m aintain the 
town and com m unity of Brights]de, to 
provide a thorough mental, moral and 
m anual education for boys and young 
muu. 
The town of JBnghtside is the out 
come of the efforts of Ralph Field for 
the past Ii v« years to care for the unfor­ 
tunate boys who cannot afford an edu­ 
cation on any other basis. 
Last spring 
a year ago he bought 320 acres of land 
ten miles north of Denver, erected a 
, commodious school building and dorm i­ 
tory combined and called it Brightside. 
In the school, w hich is the only one of 
its kind iii the world, no former posi­ 
tion of social advantage or penal condi­ 
tion of servitude is recognized. 
Cauca­ 
sian, Malay, Indian and Turk, when en­ 
tered at the school, are received and 
treated w ith the sam e degree of kind­ 
ness. 
The Catholic, Jew, Methodist, 
Episcopalian, fare alike accommodations 
of the institution. 
The motto of the Brightside school 
is, “ That Boy Is Helped Who Is T aught 
to Help H im self.’’ 
The first lessons of 
the school are to teach the pupil how 
to help him self. 
The distinctive features of Brightside I 
as an educational institution are: 
The j 
class of the students and the scope of I 
stndy. The students are mostly made up ; 
from that class of unfortunates who * 
cannot afford the privileges of the pub- I 
lie schools. 
The boys are taught not 
only the lessons in arithm etic aud gram- 
mar and geography, but they are in- I 
struotcd in the industrial arts, farming I 
and the trades that w ill be usef ul to | 
them in after life to earn an honorable 
livelihood.

Edward .1 Cunningham was released 
from Hail Quentin prison recently after 
serving a sentence of six years for bur­ 
glary com ii fitted in Orange county, 
Cal., aud with his liberation there pass­ 
ed from the prison walls one of the 
strangest characters teat ever wore the 
striped garb of the penitentiary. When 
Cunningham was landed within th8 
walls of Han Quentin prison he turned 
to the sheriff who bad conducted bim 
hither from the southern part of Cali­ 
fornia and swore a heavily solemn oath 
that no word would escape his lips dur­ 
ing the period of his incarceration.

From a German diplom at who has 
just returned from Persia has been ob­ 
tained the interesting information that 
Russian influence is now paramount in 
the shah’s empire. 
Russia, without 
making any fuss about it, has recently 
completed the construction of a railway 
from Resht, on the southwestern coast 
of the Caspian sea, to Kusbin, near 
Teheran, aud Russian capital, the ac­ 
tivities of which may be taken as the 
pulse of the fest. Petersburg government, 
is seeking and obtaining railway con­ 
cessions which w ill make it a simple 
matter to mobilize the imperial army 
on the 
Persian gulf or the Afghan 
frontier. 
The railway already complet­ 
ed w ill euable Russia at need to mass 
troops on short uotice near Teheran, but 
iii addition thereto Russian engineers 
have obtained a concession for the con­ 
struction of a railway through northern 
Persia, and the prelim inaries are al­ 
ready under way 
From Teheran, which lies about 60 
m iles south of the Caspian sea, to Ham- 
adan, 150 m iles southwest of Teheran, 
a German syndicate is now constr act­ 
ing a railway. 
Negotiations are now 
in progress between the shah aud the 
czar’s government for the building of a 
road parallel to the German railway, 
aud another from Hamadan southeast 
to Bushir, on the Persian gulf. If these 
negotiations are successful the granting 
of Bushir as a Russian coaling station 
w ill also be included. 
Russia already 
has a naval station in Persian territory 
at Ashurada, on the southeastern coast 
of the Caspian sea. 
According to pres­ 
ent indications there w ill doubtless soon 
be a Russian 
railway 
running borh 
from Hefthtund from Ashurada to Teiie 
ran, 
aud 
thence 
through 
Hamadan 
straight through Persia to Bushir aud 
the Persian g u lf.— Exchange

CABINET GRATIFIED. 


Th* New of th* Flection* D U cnw rd and

W ashington, Nov. IO.—The elections 
formed tho theme th at ulniost exclu­ 
sively occupied the attention of the cab­ 
inet at tho sjiecial session. 
E veryone 
of the cabinet present took part in the 
discussion, and individual explanations 
and comments on the votes in their re­ 
spective sections of the country were 
made. 
The tooling expressed at the 
meeting, summed up, was th at the elec­ 
tion results showed a hearty endorse­ 
m ent of the adm inistration, and th at in 
the m ain the Republican losses in some 
of the cities were attributed to the de­ 
velopment of local feeling following the 
tidal wave of l*9tf in districts which 
thou elected Republicans on very large 
m ajorities. 
Then- was great gratifica­ 
tion at the outlook for the senate m ake­ 
up, the opinion as expressed being that 
there would be a Republican m ajority 
of doubtless eight uud possibly more in 
m at body. 
As to the house there was 
some apprehension, though the belief 
was expressed, based on tho advices at 
hand, that there m ight be a Republican 
m ajority of perhaps not over three. 
Tho Democratic gains in the south 
created no surprise, as the race issues 
had prepared the adm inistration for the 
result. 
It was contended at the m eet­ 
ing, however, that in a general way the 
districts throughout the country nor­ 
mally Republican had rem ained so, and 
it was asserted throughout the vote 
failed to show any sign of censure of 
the administrai ion in its w ar conduct.
